Vulcan-11 Years Ago 

^Interesting Items Gleaned from the 
Files fo The Vulcan Advocate 
September 30th, 1925 

The School Fair held that year was 
a great success despite adverse weath¬ 
er conditions which made it necessary 
to hold all competitions in the curling 
and skating rinks. In glancing over the 
prize lists it is interesting to note that 
Jack Lebeau was awarded a prize for 
the best baked rice pudding and that 
Reggie Stein carried off the honours 
for drop cookies. All High School Art 
competitions were won by Marian Le¬ 
beau. 

On September 30th, 1925, it had 
been raining and snowing for more 
than five days. All threshing opera¬ 
tions were suspended, roads were im¬ 
passable, and the roofs of two or three 
buildings in town had collapsed due to 
the weight of the snow. 

The Alberta Wheat Pool was spon¬ 
soring a big membership drive at that 
time with good results. 

Saturday night dances' were held 
in the Odd Fellows’ hall that year and 
were very popular. Music was furnish¬ 
ed by the International Collegians of 
Calgary. 

The current picture show at the Op¬ 
era House was “Gold Heels.”

Service on Highway 23 This Winter 

After a lapse of two months, regu¬ 
lar meetings of the Vulcan Board of 
Trade were resumed when that organ¬ 
ization held their September meeting 
in the Memorial hall on Thursday ev¬ 
ening, Sept. 24th. The program to be 
followed for the fall and winter 
months was outlined and fully discuss¬ 
ed. The main discussion centred 
around the keeping open of the high¬ 
way and the main district roads. 
President O. L. McPherson was of the 
opinion that a little concerted action 
on the part of the Trade Board and 
Municipalities would help in persuad¬ 
ing the government to erect ' snow 
fences and give regular snowplow ser¬ 
vice on Highway No. 23. Various 
means of keeping the main district 
roads open were discussed and it was 
decided to urge the siy-rpunding Mun¬ 
icipalities to do all in their power to 
keep these “.feeder” roads open. 

The secretary’s report showed that 
the Trade Board was in good financial 
standing and that expenses of the 
Dollar Day, sponsored by the organi¬ 
zation on August 27th, had been met 
with no over-expenditure. It was decid¬ 
ed at the meeting that orgy one Dol¬ 
lar Day would be held each year, as it 
was felt that if such shopping days 
were held too often they would lose 
their effect. 

A letter from the Claresholm Men’s 
Club was read, inviting members of 
the Vulcan Board to attend a meeting 
of the Claresholm group on Oct. 6th. 
The invitation was accepted and about 
four carloads from Vulcan will make 
the trip. 

Considerable discussion was held on 
the erection of “Buy at Home”^ signs, 
a committee being finally appointed to 
canvass the merchants for donations 
to cover the cost of the signs. The 
signs will be erected on the main dis¬ 
trict roads.' 

The problem of water conservation 
in the Vulcan district occupied the 
members’ attention for some time and 
the secretary was instructed to write 
to the Dominion Hlovemment depart¬ 
ment in an effort to have a representa¬ 
tive give an address on the subject at 
Vulcan in the near future. 

A resolution was passed asking the 
Highways Dept.- of the Provincial 
Gov’t to erect signs at junctions on 
Highway No. 23 which will give more 
specific directions to motorists,— 
Department will also be asked to erect 
signs marking hills and knolls and 
warning motorists to keep to the right. 

Before the meeting adjourned, a mo¬ 
tion was made and carried that a com¬ 
plimentary membership in the Board 
of Trade be tendered the Canadian 
Legion.

they cannot see their way out. There are instances in which 
a fanner who has made a poor job of farming two sections, 
may be asked to farm three-quarters, and the balance of his 
farm if involved in debt, could be transferred to others cap¬ 
able of making it pay. 

Under soil survey, it might prove advisable to turn cer¬ 
tain light land over to the government to be held as com¬ 
mon pasture. There are no doubt parts of southern Alberta 
which would show up as unproductive for wheat growing 
and farming, under a long term survey of yield. 

It is bad business for governments to go on indefinitetly 
and indifferently furnishing relief to districts, which show 
no consistency of production. And the haphazard policy of 
shipping families vaguely to the PeaCe River, without ex¬ 
act knowledge of their prospects of liveliehood in that 
country is also to be deplored. The areas already equipped 
with roads, schools, etc., should be thoroughly surveyed 
first, and even though it might mean smaller farms, settle- 
| ment should be made in those areas so far as is possible.

progress and methods. She was not so 
happily impressed with Russia. 

From her visit she has reached the 
conclusion that the government should 
appoint a non-partisan parliamentary 
delegation, representative of all par¬ 
ties in the House of Commons, to vis¬ 
it Denmark, Sweden and Finland 
study conditions there and make an 
unprejudiced report. 

She made this suggestion because 
she believes that there is much that 
Canada can learn from each of these 
three countries, particularly in the 
preparation and marketing of farm 
products, and, she added, “because 
these countries are"tfuly' co-operative 
commonwealths.” 

But when she came to talk of Rus¬ 
sia, that was a different 9tory. “1 
would not like to have to live there,” 
she said. “There are no smiling people, 
no gaiety, no whistling on the streets. 
If the people have any individual liber¬ 
ty, there is no sign of it apparent. In 
some things-tremendous progress has 
been made, but the standard of living 
is far below our level in this country. 

Although they have solved the un¬ 
employment problem, the people look 
like a nondescript population, with a 
very poor class of clothing, and as they 
walk about the streets there is no sign 
that they are happy. Yet I must qual¬ 
ify that by saying that in Russia one 
sees every kind of condition, good, in¬ 
different, Gad and very bad, according 
to the section which is visited. There 
were times when I felt exalted by 
what I saw, and times when I felt dis¬ 
gusted. 

“In Russia,” said tyliss MacPhail, 
“there are splendid theatres for the 
entertainment of the people, a wonder¬ 
ful system of free medical care and 
hospital treatment when these are 
necessary, and they seem to have 
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Upon the return of Miss Agnes Mcphail from a European 
lour, she suggested that a non-partizan delegation from 
Canada might profitably spend time in Sweden an 1 Den¬ 
mark, studying favorable developments in those countries. 
Denmark has furthered agricultural industry by scrupu¬ 
lous, never-ceasing attention to the tastes of the markets 
which she seeks to serve. Producers and packers cater to 
those markets beginning with foundation stock and contin¬ 
uing through processing. 

She tuins to Sweden as a great example of co-operative 
success, largely responsible for the lack of distress and for 
the satisfactory evidences of employment. In these coun¬ 
tries progress in depression years has not been punctuated 
by revolutionary changes or anything sensational. In fact 
one of the reasons for Sweden’s favorable position is that 
she has avoided war for one hundred years. That in itself 
is an achievement considering her proximity to belligerent 
Mars-worshipping nations. 

She has the-most advanced social legislation in the world, 
and has achieved this without embarrassment to finances. 
The people generally are informed on economic lines, and 
she has two outstanding economic experts Knut Wicksell 
and Professor Gustave Cassell. Why is it that when Canada 
or provinces of Canada periodically seek the advice of fin¬ 
ancial experts, they do not call in such men as these, \ffTo 
have proved the success of their theories over a period of 
years? f> 

During the past four years when other nations ha--e been 
floundering, Sweden has followed the principle that 


enough to eat, but while these things 
have been built up, in general living 
conditions they have been built down 
to a low level, in comparison with our 
standards here.” 

Regarding Denmark and Sweden, 
however, she had an enthusiastic story 
to tell. “Conditions in Sweden are such 
that if we had them in Canada we 
would consider we were having a 
boom,” she said. “This is largely due 
to the co-operative system which has 
been established, and which is work¬ 
ing so successfully that there is no 
unemployment and no distress.” 

In Denmark Miss McPhail discover¬ 
ed the reason why Danish butter and 
bacon command a premium and a pre¬ 
ferred place In the British market, 
while Canada is far below filling the 
quota allowed by the British Govern¬ 
ment. 

“Denmark holds the British market” 
she said, “because her producers and 
packers have studied that market, 
have studied the tastes of the people, 
and have produced their butter and 
bacon to meet those needs and tastes. 
The keynote of production is quality 
above everything else, and that is 
where they have the great advantage 
over the Canadian farmers. 

“I saw, at one farm, two separate 
pens of hogs. They were being fed 
quite differently, one to produce the 
type of bacon required for the British 
market, the other for the German mar¬ 
ket. That is an example of how atten¬ 
tion is paid to qualify production. 

“The uniform quality of butter is 
secured because 
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dinister Mackenzie on the subject of Canada’s defense, this 
jbserver says: “There are a few Canadians who should be 
sat on.’ They go across to England, and, carried away by 
.he enthusiasm of the moment,' they make speeches saying 
;hat if Britain should become involved in another war, Can- 
tda will do exactly what she did in 1914, rise to a man and 
ush to the aid of the Motherland. Being regarded as rep¬ 
resentative. Canadians, they are believed, but they have no 
right to make any such statement. 

“This is not 1914. People have learned a great deal about 
.var and its aftermath. Granted that many thousands of 
Canadians would volunteer their services, if Britain be- 
■ame involved in an outbreak, we have no light to assume 
hat Canada as a nation would automatically rise to parti- 
:ipate. The extent of her support would depend on circum¬ 
stances. 

“Anyone who ignores the fact that there is in Canada a 
jonsiderable body of opinion against any pre-commitment 
is not doing the Empre a service. The disturbed state of 
Europe is forcing Great Britain to make a decision that 
will have a momentous effect on her future empire and for- 
iign policies. And in that decision her statesmen must 
know nothing less than the truth about the feelings of the 
Dominions. 

“For a long time under the old balance of power, Britain 
was both a continental power and the administrative centre 
>f a great commonwealth of nations. It is no longer possible 
for her to be both. In Europe we have lost prestige. We 
may regain it in time to avert a general war. We may not. 

“But in my opinion Britain cannot again be both a con 
tinental power and the leader of an Empire of self-govern¬ 
ing dominions. The Dominions cannot with ieason be count¬ 
ed on to subscribe unqualifiedly to any foreign policy, in the 
making of which they have no'bay. 

“If Britain desires to continue as the centre of an Em¬ 
pire, then it follows that her policies must be such as will 
appeal to and ensure the support of the rest of the Empire. 
That -inevitably must mean a removal from dangerous 
European entanglements. 

"Consolidation of the Empire on that basis would enlist 
the sympathy and, in time, the support of the United 
States. Such an influence would be a power-fill assurance 
>f world peace. 

“This is a long sighted view. I shouldn’t be surprised if it 
were the view of King Edward who has a keener perception 
>f trends than any statesman in the Empire today. .1 be- 
ieve His Majesty’s influence on foreign and empire policies 
>f Britain will be most marked. And these are matters in 
vhieh the King will figure for the preservation of democ-

J. G. Gardiner who has covered a great part of Al¬ 
berta and Saskatchewan during the past two weeks, has 
referred to a rehabilitation policy in regard to western ag¬ 
riculture. There can be no quarrel with his belief that there 
must be a more intelligent use of land, and a more careful 
survey of possibilities. This has been the observation of 
all who have studied Western agriculture. Mr. Sibley sug¬ 
gested the same thing when he gave his opinion recently, 
that a careful study of productivity over a period of years 
should be made. 

There are areas in which people have been government 
charges year after year. Eventually the government funds 
are exhausted, without any value or advancement to any¬ 
one and with little hope that the land will ever be depend¬ 
ed upon to keep a family. After, all the purpose of land set¬ 
tlement is independence and self-sustainment. 

“Mistakes were made in settling the open spaces of the 
West” says Mr. Gardiner. “Rapid surveys were made, but 
no soil survey was made. The main thing is to keep people 
settled in areas with which they are familiar, so that they 
will make the most of what they have learned.”

The United church was counselled 
by its retiring moderator, Dr. Roberts, 
to declare it “will lend no countenance 
whatever to the furtherance of any 
future wars” and to seek common ac¬ 
tion by the churches of Protestant 
Christendom. 

In the closing address of his moder- 
ational term, Dr. Roberts told the gen¬ 
eral council of the church general reso¬ 
lutions condemning war would not be 
adequate, that it istime to be specific. 

After describing the probable ci»r- 
acter and world extent of anothe*<%var 
Dr. Roberts said no church had yet 
made a definite declaration against 
furtherance of future wars but the 
change for common action would 
come next year at a fully representa¬ 
tive conference in Edinburgh. 

“I gravely fear for the future of the 
church if it suffers this enormity to 
overtake the world without raising its 
voice in forthright repudiation of it 
before it happened,” said the modera¬ 
tor. 

—Dr. Roberts reviewed the life of the 
church during the past two years and 
made a special plea for the west. The 
church must discharge its primary 
duty of ministering to those who could 
not support a ministry and must also 
provide food and clothing for *tl\e 
needy in affected areas. 

Of the spirit and loyalty of the Can¬ 
adian ministers, Dr. Roberts said: 
“Especially in the prairie provinces 
the- courage, high spirits, eagerness 
and doggedness of my brother minis¬ 
ters humbled me and moved me to 
thanksgiving.

Widespread interest has been caus¬ 
ed in this province by the announce¬ 
ment of the Public Works Department 
that new deposits of tar sands have 
been discovered. One is in the Lac la 
60 mile's west of Edmon-

ton, and the other in the vicinity of 
Pigeon lake. 

The need of highway surfacing in 
this province having been advocated 
for years by the Alberta Motor Asso¬ 
ciation, officials of that organization 
are delighted with the announcement 
of these new discoveries. 

According to reports, the quality of 
the deposits ranks fully as high as 
that of the rich and valuable Fort 
McMurray sands. 

The Public Works Department plans 
to extract road oil 
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from the sands, 
probably making a start with the Lac 
la Nonne deposits. 

The first stretch where tests will be 
made is a piece of road near the legis¬ 
lative buildings at Edmonton. 

With the development of the de¬ 
posits at Lac la Nonne and near Pig¬ 
eon lake, one of the big problems, that 
of freight costs in bringing the bitu¬ 
men from Fort McMurray, will be 
solved.

If in the 
future any organization, > commission or 
government can evolve a system of market¬ 
ing Canada's crop which will consistently 
return to the farmer even a fraction of a cent 
more than he obtains through the present 
methods, the line elevator companies will be 
the first to endorse and adopt such a system.

Propaganda by the Pools, through the 
Western Producer, country newspapers and 
field meetings, attacking the elevator com¬ 
panies because of marketing methods which 
the Pools themselves adopt, is untrue and 
hypocritical and merely designed to abolish 
the competition which is the fanners’ best 
protection.
